In order to supply the tribals with the coinmMities 
of the daily use, it is necessa^iy to cirganise Co-o|^rative 
Stores in tribal areas, as othemise, .the tribals fall easy 
prey to the exploitation of private coscerns who not only 
supply things of pwr quality but al^ extract much pr< 
the poor tribals. Fifty per cent of the total colonies 
the I^artment will, therefore, have a Co- 
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I^een proposed and in the other two Districts, Eteputy 
TahsIMars have been proposed. In order to assist the Dis¬ 
trict Welfare Officers^ it is also necessaiy^ to appoint Re- 
verme Insf^tors, Overseers and Ministerial staff. In addi- 
ticifi to this, special staff for iinpleinenting the schemes 
like Education, Agriculture, etc., have been included uiMier 
the respective schemes. A provision of Rs. 8.4 lakhs has 
been made in the Plan for the Tribal Welfare Etepartment.
